MAY DAY AT HOME AND ARROAD,

Muy 1 passed with less of the wlarining
domonsteations on the part of labor than
had heen apprehendod both in Buropo
and in the United States.  In this coun-
try the decision of the execative board
of tho organized conl miners to defor the
proposed strike for an eight hour duy
relioved the threatonod situation of its
most serious danger.  Strikes of miners
wore Inaugurated in Pennsylvania,
Ohio, linois, [ndinna and Towa, in somao
cuses for o reduction of hours, and in
others for anadvanco in woges, but these
awre local outbeeaks, amnd while they
involve a considerabla number of men
thele genoral effect will not be partiou-
Inrly serious, 1t is possible that thoire
tendency will boe draw others into
eonflicr und thus hosten o gencral strike
which otherwise might have boen held
in abeyance for months, and perhans
for another yenr, but this is Improbable
in view of the statement regarding the

10

financial resources of the organized
winera, Steikes in the bullding trades
wera numoerous and in Noew York, PPitts-
burg, St Louis,  Chieago and
othor places  n largs numbor
of men nre idle, an eight-
hour day being tha lssus. The move-

ment, however, wis by no means general
with these teades, nnd in o number of
the larger citios there wus no demon-
stration of u hostile character. With a
fow trithing exceptions the day passad
without violence or luwlessness and with
fewer utternnces of an incendinry nature
than might have been expected.

In Europe thera were some ssrvious
troubles, and at several pluces the day
was marked by bioodshed, but on the

whole it passed with fewer difeul-
ties of a sorious  nature  than
had been feared. The wvarlous gov-

ernments had adoptod unusual precau-
tions agninst popular outhreuks of vio-
lence, In most of the continental couns
trics every kind of open air demonstra.
tion, such as labor parndes or mass meet-
ings, was prohibited, and large bodies
of troops were concentrated in the cen-

but thoere werag dpadly conflicla between
the workingmen ' and the nuthoritics in
Rome nnd Florence, while desperato
rioting marked the observance of tho
day In 0 number of French cities In
England  the day was  npot ol
sorved, the lnbor  demonstration
having  been post poned until  to-
day, preparations having been
mude for immense mectings in London
and elsewhere, The workingmen of
Berlin have also arvanged to hold meet-
ings today and demonstrations are ex-
pected in other eitios whero May day
wils nol observod,

It would be hinzardous to predict what
the outeome of this movement for an
elght hour day will be, but it evidently
hins the powerful support  of organized
labor evoerywhore, and if this remains
united nnd makes o ponceful and persis-
tent fight for o reduction of hours, ulti-
mute succoss is bighly probable, The
movemoent mny be petarded, but will not
be suppressud by the repressive meis-
ures of governments and on the othor
hand it cannet be carvied to success by
violenve and a disrogard of the just
rights of those who employ labor. There
should be intelligont and eandid
eussion of the subject on both sides and
inoall Its relations. It is to be said to
the eredit of Ameriean workingroen, 5o
fur as the testimony of  this yenr's May
dny demonstentions show,  that thoy ap=-
pear to take this view of it,

Mr. A, B -‘“}l"l-'i\'ll.ﬂ'\" one ol the dilrect-
ors of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas
Clity railway, has ventured to grapplo
with the railway problem in a bhook of
over 250 puges that cpnnot Tail to prove

instructive and interesting. It s in
fact, the most candid and exhaustive
review of the methods, dofeets and

ubuses of the audlway system that huas
ovor emennted from the pen of o railway
man.

Inasmuch, however, as Mr, Stickney's
hook Is not within the reach of the
mas=es wo deem i not out of place to
quote his views and conclusions:

Tho railvondiproblem, says Mr. Stick-
ney, hns grown upfrom conditions never
before existing. - Thoe commerce of tho
world prior to the advent ol steam ns
mative power fouad no such sharp com-
putition as reqéired the attention of
legisintion and devaloped no such dis-
eriminations as aroused pubiic senti-

ment,  Coaravan and sail wore alike foo
slow and  too dangerous to develop
a  ecommeren  which  should invito

capital from all walks of life and en-
gage the attention of speculators
us well as merelinntmon,

In the United States the rallway de.
volopment has been phenomenal,  Tha
canal boal and river barge has bheon
erowded out by the locomotive, Ouap
witerwnys are practically useless so far
as they alfect domestic commerco, The
greatsystem wassearcely beeun when tha
witr broke out. The advantages of rapid
transit were just beginning o be appre-
cinted, but the commercial centors hd
not adapted themselves to the new
ordor of things. The railway was a
luxuey and not a nocossity.  'Wa cheor-
fully permit our grocer to overchnrge
us for envly steawbarrics, but wao resont
an attempt to incrense the profits upon
staples. Soin the rulway world. As
long as railroads were a luxury we
quietly and even joyously welecomod
them to our midst, subsidized and petioed
them and acceded to their demuands
upon our purses without remonstrance,
When they beguan to compete with each
other and to provoe to us by thele own
methods that they wore necessary  to
commerce they at the smme time re-
veuled the faet that the profits of  reail-
roads wore very handsoma and the  peo-
pla began to complain of theie oppres-
glon,  This was the Arst step,

Having made thomselves necessitous
wnd built up w tromendous foteennl tieaf-

fie, the competition between  the
compnnies  grow  sharper.  Stations
which had  the benefit of wwo or

more railways expoecienced Immansis ad-
vantages over those not so fortunate.
Here thd diseriminations beran  which
led to discontent among shippers, Tha
railwiys wore short slghted in allowing
it to be true that a station sololy dis
pendent upen one road should be muerai-
lossly sncrificad to the prowth of n for-
tunnte competitor which  secured two
railways, The diseeiminstions were s0
glaring  and llhjlﬁl. a8 to domand
the attention ofdegislatures, I one rall-
way managers hid grown in wisdom ns
rapidly as pur systems grew in mileago
this cause of dissmtisfaction might havo
been avoided,

The ern of construction was marked
by wonderful notivity, Tho munagement
of the new systefiy 'of transportation wis
lIl_H'!)ll'llll'll out of llhn conditions, Crodit
Mobilier  consftion  compuanios
ploited stockholdprs and entailed a fic-
titlous capitulizsddon that lLins
mous'y increassd fixed chargos ned con-
segquently l’m-vqﬁ; gver-oapitidized rowls
to  exnct excdssive tolls from  ther
patrons,  Ambitfon and avarice com-
bined to make competitors cut ench
othevs’ theoats,  TariiTs and agreomonts
followed rate wars, but the non-competi-
tive polnts were overlooked and the poo-
pla through their representatives began
to murmur, Then followed a step taken
slowly but which on eitation rapidly be-
enme o erying ovil, viz: the issuance of
pussos to legislators, public ofticials und
all other persons to whom rallways
might look for veciprocal fuavors or [rom
whom they might roasonably fear an-
tngonism, The abuse of the pass sys-
tem was the last steaw which broke the
eamel’s back of the people. They felt
that the corporations wera not only
robbing thewm by extortionate rates,

ment of railway corporations. The man-
ngers, tho sennte, the supreme court, the
ablest financiers, tho most astute Inw-
yoers and the public fought over the
ground with the result that railways
are deelnvod common carriers subjoct to
the general laws governing them and
amenable to the lawmnking bodies of
the country. This was the fivst victory
of the people and tho flest blow to the
arrogance of the railways,

The grangers enncted fair lawa, They
brought the railway people before them
and patiently woighed thelr argumants.
It wus within their power to hiuve mndo
the dow rates  from compatitive
points  the buasis of the maximom
rates for the entive state, They did
not, but raducod the maximum o the
avorage raws  chargoed,  The rsdlways
resonted even this interforence and
sortid to pools and agreoements for the
talntenances of rales. The people have
nevortheloss fulr-minded, Tn no
state Lhus fur hinve the rates by lnw beon
fixod 20 low ns to bo unfuir,  Tha gran-
rors are entitled to eredit for thele mosd -
eration in the faee of great provoeotion
